In the evening of July 28, Senate Majority Leader Barkley went to the White 

‘House, accompanied by Speaker Bankhead and Floor Leader Rayburn of the 
House. Their purpose was to confer with the President on what could be salvaged 
of the New Deal-for-1937 after its grounding on the Court Bill reef. They emerged 
after two hours with the historic announcement that Franklin Roosevelt, far 
from abandoning ship, had decided to put his shaken prestige to a major test 
by pressing on immediately toward the following “preferred” list of legislative 
goals: (1) wage & hour regulation; (2) low-cost housing; (3) reform of lower 
Federal courts; (4) plugging of tax loopholes; (3) 
a test of his new Leadership faced Senator Barkley as he returned to the Capitol 
to show how many of these goals he could reach before the Congressional drive 
for adjournment got completely out of hand. 

A big-boned Kentuckian, Alben William Barkley stepped up from House to 
Senate in 1927, immediately began training for his new duties by workouts in the

fhen the boats that run from Woods Hole to Martha’s Vineyard (see pages 

34-87) leave the Vineyard, they go 28 miles out to sea to reach Nantucket. 
In July, a steamship strike cut both islands off from the mainland and news- 
papers revived the old chestnut about Nantucket’s seceding from the U.S. The 
spurious secession movement was gaily hailed as an example of rugged Nantucket 
spirit but Nantucket did not appreciate the compliment. The story scared away 
many summer visitors who are the island’s main source of income. Usually some 
12,000 summer folk swell Nantucket’s native population of 3,600. 


First steamer to reach Nantucket after the July strike (above) carried disappointingly 
few visitors. Three boats normally visit the island daily, tie up at the dock shown in cen- 
tre of the view of Nantucket harbor (below). This is the heart of Nantucket Town. ‘The 
sprawling white building across the water (upper left) is the famed White Elephant Hotel. 


Once Nantucket was great and rich. That was about 1800, when the island was 
whaling centre of the U.S. But New Bedford passed Nantucket. Then Civil War 
and Pennsylvania oil killed New England whaling. The island settled back and 
began to attract summer visitors.

The three-deck house is typical of Nantucket. The railed platform on the roof is called a 
“widow's walk” by off-islanders who believe that whalers’ wives used to stand there, am 
iously watching for their husbands’ ships. Islanders call it a “walk,” knowing it was 
just to give occupants a vantage point to watch anything that went on in town or harbor. 


The Folgers were the first intellectuals on the island. Ben- 
jamin Franklin's mother was Abiah Folger of Nantucket.
